Germans Hasty 
Flight Costly in 
Men, Material

LONDON, Oct. 26.—(4)—Three 
Soviet armies captured nearly 100 
towns and villages today as they 
drove the Germans westward in 
disordered retreat toward the Bug 
river in southern Russia, taking a 
heavy toll in both men and equip- 
ment from the whipped invaders. 

The Russians advanced from 4 
to 12 miles on the Melitopol sec- 
tor, fanning out in three directions 
across steppes and marshlands 
from the fallen gateway to the 
Crimea and taking 28 communi- 
ties, said the Moscow daily com- 
munique. Among these was Vese- 
loye, 24 miles northwest of Meli- 
topol. Other columns struck west 
and southwest from Melitopol. 

Drive on Krivoi Rog. 

The large German armies half- 
trapped in the great Dnieper bend 
fell. back in two main sectors be- 
fore the victorious Russians, who 
advanced up to nine miles south- 
west of Dnepropetrovsk and con- 
tinued to close in on the big iron 
and metal center of Krivoi Rog. 

The Russians overran nine 
towns in the region of Krivoi Rog, 
a city normally of 200,000 popula-

Advances 
here ranged from four to nine 
miles. 

Nazis Admit Gravity. 

A few miles northwest of Krivoi 
Rog the Russians, according to a 
Moscow radio broadcast, were al- 
ready within 15 miles of the Zna- 
menka-Nikolayev north-south rail- 
way, which the Nazis are battling 
desperately to hold for evacuation 
from the Red Army’s closing 
Dnieper noose, 

The Germans made no effort to 
conceal the gravity of the plight 
of their armies in southern Russia. 
The German high command ac- 
knowledged penetrations in the 
Melitopol sector after fierce bat- 
tles, and said only that “some” 
were sealed off, thus implying 
others were not, 

The Germans announced, a day 
after the Russians told of its fall, 
the evacuation of Dnepropetrovsk, 
and they said the Russians were 


' bringing up fresh forces for the 


assault on Krivoi Rog. 
Although the Russians reported 
only reconnaissance and artillery 


Laction on sectors other than those 


in the south, Berlin said that the 
Red Army had launched an attack 
“on a broad front” west of Kri- 
chev in White Russia, a _ front 
about which Moscow had been 
relatively silent lately—perhaps 
in preparation for an announce- 
ment of a big breakthrough. 
Bug of Little Value. 

From the manner in which the 
Red Army offensive was gaining 
momentum, it was difficult to see 
where the Germans are going to 
make a stand east of the Bug. 

Furthermore, the Bug is not the 
defense line that the Dnieper was. 
It is not as wide, and while its 
western bank is the higher, it is 
not so formidable a defense bar- 
rier as the high western bank of 
the Dnieper was. 


With the Red Army’s most re- | 


cent advances, the Dnieper line 
has ceased to exist for the Ger- 
mans. All the way up its long 
reach the Russians hold positions 
on the western side and they are 
being extended daily. 

Only at Kiev and Gomel and a 
few other isolated places are the 
Germans anywhere close to the 
big river. From Gomel northward 
to Orsha is the only’ sector where 
the Germans are still on the east- 
ern bank, and here hard fighting 
is progressing.

ministrative power delegated to 
Manpower Commissioner Pau! V. 
McNutt. However, it removes 
much of the leeway the senate 
bill would give Hershey in de 
termining whether some fathers 
should be drafted before some 
nonfathers.

Patriots Drive Nazis 
From Steel Center

LONDON, Oct. 26—(AP)—Fiery Yugoslav partisan fight- 
ers have driven the Germans from the last Nazi-held center 
of heavy industry in Bosnia, central Yugoslavia, capturing 
the steel city of Vares-Maydan after a 12-hour battle, a Yugo- 
slav National Liberation Army communique announced 


today. 

Stockholm reports, meanwhile, 
gaid that Vienna had been bombed 
on Sunday, and declared the 
bombers came.from Foggia in It- 
ely in the first American raid 
from new bases there to hit Aus- 
tria and Hungary. Yugoslav pa- 
triots assisted the raid by sabo- 
taging Axis communication lines 
to Austria and southern Germany, 
_ these reports added. 


The Stockholm newspaper So- 
cial Demokraten said there was 
chaos in Vienna as bombs fell in 
the unexpected raid from the 
south. The Germans had told the 
People that the bomb-battered 
Foggia airfield would not be ready 
for use by Allied planes for an- 
other week. 


Allied headquarters in Algiers 
kept mum as to whether the 
bombers had come from Italy, or 
North African bases. This was the 
first report that Vienna had been 
one of the targets. 

Airfield Bombed. 


Northwest African Air Force 

lanes struck yesterday at the 

odgorica airfield in Yugoslavia, 
and against shipping and coastal 
points. 

In the zig-zag struggle for con- 
trol of the eastern Mediterranean 
islands—a potential gateway for 
Balkan invasion—the Middle East 
command acknowledged that the 
island of Cos had been evacuated 
successfully.

Cairo dispatches said a division 
of General Draja Mihailovic’s 
guerrillas had captured three sta- 
tions on the Belgrade-Sarajevo 
railway in Bosnia and killed 217 
Germans in liberating the towns.

German alarm over the Balkan 
situation was evidenced by An- 
kara reports that politico-military 
talks had been in progress in So- 
fia for three days in what was 
believed to be a new move in 
Hitler’s desperate efforts to or- 
ganize Balkan defenses as an an- 
swer to the Moscow tripartite 
conference.

Prompts First Lady To Deny Rumors 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 26.—(#)— 
Harry Hopkins is one of those 
whom President Roosevelt trusts 


and “wants around him at all 
times,” Mrs. Roosevelt said today 
in denying that Hopkins’ im- 
pending move from the White 
House to a home of his own 
means any change in his close 
personal and working _relation- 
ship to the President. 

“The President will always see 
Mr. Hopkins for the work re- 
quired,” Mrs. Roosevelt asserted, 
“and also for the pleasure he has 
in the friendship.” 

Hopkins, whose residence in the 
White House since May 10, 1940, 
has aroused occasional criticism, 
plans to move with Mrs. Hopkins 
and his daughter, Diana, to a 
house in Georgetown as soon as 
it is ready, the first lady told 
her press conference. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said Hopkins 
“made a sacrifice” to move into 
the White House because the 
President wanted him at all hours 
while Hopkins was recuperating 
from an illness. 

“He’s stronger and the work is 
getting better organized,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt asserted, “They feel 
they have a right to have a house 
of their own.” 

Hopkins married Mrs. Louise 
Macy, his third wife, in the Pres- 
ident’s study on July 30, 1942, 
and brought his bride to live in 
his White House suite, 

To a question whether Hopkins’ 
departure meant that his influ- 
ence with the President has less- 
ened, Mrs. Roosevelt replied that

Japs Quit Use

THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Wednesday, October 27—(4)—Con- 
stant bombings by hundreds of 
American planes apparently have 
compelled the Japanese to quit 
using their most important air 
bases in the northern Solomons.

Draft Dodgers, Beware! 

Beginning November 1 there will be no 
further clemency for draft delinquents. The 
Department of Justice has issued warhing that 
these men have one more week in which to 
Straighten out their affairs with their local 
selective service boards. Any who have not 
complied, fully, with the law by the end of 
this month will face new, inflexible penalties. 

After November 1 all delinquents up to 38 
years of age will be automatically classified 
in 1-A, and will be ordered to report for Army 
induction immediately, regardless of their draft 
number or their dependents. Those above this 
age will be placed in class 1-A but will 
be ordered to report for induction unless the 
Army agrees to accept them. 

Those who do not respond will be reported 
to the FBI for prosecution. 

It is difficult to understand the attitude

of any American who would attempt to shirk, 


or dodge, his responsibility under the selective 
service law. There are, to be sure, small 
groups who, for religious reasons, refuse to 
bear arms. Even these, however, if they 
rightfully understood the causes which brought 
this war, would be eager to serve in some non- 
combatant branch of the services. 

There is, though, no excuse, even for the 
conscientious objector, for failure to comply 
with the law. Provision is made for the con- 
scientious objectors to serve in special work 
camps. If they are sincere in their objections, 
they will report to their local draft board and 
submit their reason for refusing to fight and 
accept whatever decision may be made in each 
case. 

The man who fails to report to his draft 
board becomes, per se, suspect of cowardice or, 
at best, insincerity in his reasons for avoiding 
service.

A. A. Graves, president of the 
DeKalb County Federation of 
Teachers, has protested to Gover- 
nor Arnall against establishment 
of state trades schools. 

Graves, stating he represented

A new loan system that will put 
approved loan funds up to $25,000 
more conveniently at the disposal 


of small business firms engaged in 
production of war material or es- 
sential civilian requirements will 
go into effect November 1, E. H. 
Mayer, regional loan agent, Small- 
er War Plants Corporation, has 
announced. 

The plan gives Mayer authority 
to make loans up to $25,000 with- 
out consulting Washington, and 
also provides that loans to small 
industries may be handled 
through local banks upon a repur- 
chase agreement by SWPC up to 
100 per cent of the amount of the 
loan. 

Interest rates on loans which 
banks agree to close and service 
will be four per cent on that part 
which is carried at the risk of 
SWPC, with the bank paying one 
per cent per annum as repurchase 
charge to the SWPC, Mayer said.

Servicemen’s Dependents Given 
Boosts in Monthly Payments 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(2)— 
Higher payments approved by 
congress for servicemen’s depend- 
ents became effective today when 
President Roosevelt put his signa- 
ture to the legislation. 

The new scale leaves at $50 
monthly the payment to a wife, 
but boosts from $62 to $80 the 
payment to a wife and one child 


and from $10 to $20 the payment | wi 


for each additional child. 

The War Department said it 
would require several months to 
make the changeover in the 3,000,- 
000 family allowances accounts 
and that until the conversion is 
completed, benefits checks will 
continue at the old rates. When 
any account is changed, the de- 
partment said, the accrued 
amounts representing the differ- 
ence between old and new rates 
will be included in a first-payment 
check. 

All the increase comes from the 
government, the serviceman’s con- 
tribution remaining at $22 month- 
ly unless payments are made to 
two classes. of dependents—to a 
wife and child, for instance, and 
also to parents. In that event, the 
serviceman contributes $27. 

The législation also extends 
benefits of the law to dependents 
of men of all seven enlisted grades

Roosevelt Leads National Tribute 
To ‘Men Who Make Our Navy Great’ 


WASHINGTON, Qct. 26.—(2)— 
President Roosevelt declared to- 
night that with new ships and 
planes already on the way to add 
to the Navy’s 700 warships and 
20,000 planes, still more will be 
ready “as they are needed in the 
battle to protect human life, to 
restore human decency and to pre- 
serve human liberty.” 

In a Navy Day message address- 
ed to Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
Mr. Roosevelt added confidence 
that huge achievements in the past 
will be dwarfed in the future by 


“achievements which will restore 


freedom to all the seas for all na- 
tions and add new glory to the 
flag under which’ we all so proud- 
ly serve:” 

Tribute to Navy. 

His letter to Knox: 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary: 

“On Navy Day, 1943, I join with 
more than 130,000,000 other proud 
citizens of our land in saluting the 
mightiest and most efficient fight- 
ing Navy in United States history. 
Because of what our Navy has ac- 
complished, is accomplishing and 
will accomplish this Navy Day is 
the most significant of any since 
the date was first observed in 
1922. 

“In the year that has passed 
since last Navy Day, a patriotic 
and determined nation has com- 
bined its resources and its effort 
to provide our naval service with 
a fleet which, as of this date, to- 
tals more than 700 combatant 
ships and more than 20,000 naval 
planes. More ships and planes are 
on the way, and still more ships 
and planes will be ready as they 
are needed in the battle to protect 
human life, to restore human de- 
cency and to preserve human lib- 
erty. 

“But far more important than 
ships and planes are the men who

—the Lend-Lease Administration 
and the Offices of Economic War- 
fare and Foreign Relief and Re- 


habilitation, were abolished as en- 
tities today with announcement of 
Leo T. Crowley’s setup in the new 
Foreign Economic Administration. 

They were not even retained as 
identifiable divisions. 

In addition, FEA takes over for- 
eign procurement activities of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
and “such parts of the Office of 
Foreign Economic co-ordination as 
may be transferred by the State 
Department.” 

Crowley, the head of the month- 
old FEA, drew heavily on person- 
nel of the absorbed agencies in 
setting up the new organization, 
but he brought five new faces to 
center stage in the Washington 
scene, two of them from New 
York city’s comptroller’s office. 

In addition he appointed Wil- 
liam H, Schubart, senior vice pres- 
ident of the Bank of Manhattan 
Company of New York, as direc- 
tor of supplies of the new organi- 
zation—a post charged with re- 
sponsibility for all export and im- 
port controls, — lend-lease 
shipments and foreign procure- 
ment and development. 

A second directorship—of area— 
went to James L. McCamy, former 
assistant director of the Office of 
Economic Warfare, who will be 
responsible for co-ordinating all 
activities abroad. 

The policy-making section of the 
OFEC will be retained by the 
State Department as a means of 
effecting the liaison Crowley said 
had been arranged between his 
organization and the State Depart- 
ment. 

In that connection acting Secre- 
tary of State Stettinius told a 
press conference that Assistant 
Secretary Dean Acheson, head of 
OFEC, will remain in charge of 
economic liaison.

90 Interviews Street Repair 


Held by Neal 


Interviews scheduled through 3 
p. m,. today for food dealers, job- 
bers and merchants from south- 
eastern states with Ray C. Neal, 
chief of the industrial supply sec- 
tion of the Office of Civilian Re- 
quirements of WPB, Washington, 
will conclude three days of con- 
ferences here obtaining material 
for setting up a program for more 
equitable distribution of civilian 
goods. 

Neal has held conferences with 
more than 50 southeastern merch- 
ants and jobbers this week. They 
aired problems which they face in 
meeting consumer demands, while 
T. Walter Hughes, of the Atlanta 
regional Food Distribution Admin- 
istration, interviewed food deal- 
ers on their problems. 

The conferences are part of a 
plan set up by OCR to find out if 
adjustments need to be made in 
regulations to meet wartime 
changes in the working and living 
habits of civilians, Frank Player, 
district manager of WPB, said. 

Charles A. Collier, vice presi- 
dent of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, in his interview with Neal 
made a plea for more repair parts 
to keep essential household ap- 
pliances running until new equip- 
ment is again manufactured. 

A delegation from the Marietta 
Chamber of Commerce, headed by 
H. O. Schilling and R. L. Coggins, 
told Neal of problems in that city 
where there is need for more milk, 
food, shoes and other goods. 

A group of businessmen from 
Brunswick said their problem con- 
sisted in “getting an allocation of 
foods based on the 1941 population 
of 16,000 when the present popu- 
lation is approximately 60,000.” 
They asked that some aid be giv- 
en to alleviate critical problems 
there. 

Representing the Bay Fruit 
Company, of Charleston, S. C., M. 
C. Costa reported to Neal that 
merchandise in that area “is going 
through black market channels, 
and civilians are unable to buy at 
proper ceiling prices.”

George Marshall, super showman- 
Marshall on Cr owds owner of the Washington Redskins, 
one of pro football’s top teams and most colorful attractions, 
believes that “great crowds in this country and in England are 
among the finer propaganda instruments.” 

Backing up his contention with a sound viewpoint, Marshall de- 
clared at lunch the other day— 

“I consider capacity crowds at sporting events the great- 
est propaganda instrument. And I cannot understand why 
the powers that be insist on playing the Army-Navy game 
in privacy. Under the regulations the only congressman 
eligible to buy a ticket is Ham Fish. 

“The English know the value of keeping sports going on in the 
usual manner. They know that the Nazis also like their soccer, 
and it makes them very unhappy to see where 100,000 English at- 
tended a match. The Huns can’t even play soccer in their own 
backyard. 

““Gosh,’ they say, ‘everything must be all right in merry old 
England.’ And it gives them plenty of cause for concern. Make 
mo mistake about that.” 

Marshall recently explained in a civic club address the 
difference between Axis countries and the United States. 
“They plotted in cellars to blow up houses; we came out of 

eellars to build houses,” the Redskin owner pointed out. 
Soon the subject of southern football 


. 
He 8 Well Versed players came up. Marshall amazed lis- 


teners, including Bob Troutman Jr., who works in the judge advo- 
cate general's office in the War Department, on his intimate knowl- 
edgs of former University of Georgia stars. Marshall revealed, 
after a time, that Paul (Bear) Bryant, now on sea duty,. was the 
scout for the Redskins while he was stationed with Naval Preflignt 
at Athens. 

“From what I learned, I will say unhesitatingly that the 
two finest players in the south last year were Race Horse 
Davis and Bill Godwin, of Georgia,” Marshall declared. He 
considered both ideal pro football prospects. 

Marshal! had a plan for collegiate trave] on a cutrate basis and 
had gained the approval of ODT Director Eastman prior to the 
outbreak of war. 

The excursions of the Redskin followers used to be 
famous. They enriched the coffers: of the roads on their 
jaunts from Washington to other pro cities, and they were 
known to exhaust a road’s entire stock of food and drink on 
one trip. 

Often * many as 2,500 made the weekend trips. 

“I believe the railroads will give football crowds cut rates after 
the war. It will be good business to do it,” Marshall said. 

How football gets in the blood was illustrated 

In the Blood by Marshall, an outstanding business executive 

who indulges in the pro game as a hobby. 

“If something goes wrong at the laundry, if a salesman 
misses a sale or something like that, it doesn’t disturb me. 
But if one of the Redskins pulls a boner on that football 
field, I almost go nuts,” Marshall pointed out. 

“Football has a gladiator aspect and fans love added attractions. 
They're captured by color. Huey Long’s activities at L. S. U.-is 
the best example of that. 

“Who's got the biggest band?’ he asked. He wanted one twice 
as big. And he got it. He gave scholarships for good musicians, 

earned as much as the players,

Widener owned a controlling in- 
terest and was chairman of the 
board of the Miami Jockey Club 
which operates Hialeah.

Miami only twice. In former 
years he maintained a hotel suite 
at Miami Beach and spent much 
time at the Hialeah track.

Every Figure Can Be Shapely, 
Proportions Can Be Changed

It is evident that none of the 
pin-up girls are flat chested. When 
you glance over the _ list—Rita 


Hayworth, Paulette Goddard, 
Carole Landis, Betty Grable, Ann 
Sheridan and Dorothy Lamour, 
among others—you recall they 
were sweater girls first. The name 
has changed bt the trend is the 
same.

If you are in this lineup, a let- 
ter just received from an ex-flat- 
chested girl spells good news for 
you.

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Nazi Prison Deaths Were 270 
In One Month, Pole Declares 


LONDON, Oct. 26—(INS)—A 
Polish soldier who escaped from 
a German prison in Alsace-Lor- 
raine after being held there for 
three years today described the 
Nazis’ brutal treatment of some 
Allied prisoners of war. 

In one month, he said, 270 Rus- 
tian prisoners died of starvation; 
600 .more filled the prison “sick” 
room. Their Polish fellow prison- 
ers tried to help them, but the 
Germans brutally punished any 
attempt in this direction. 

Dysentery.was the common lot 
of all. Many of the prisoners col- 
lapsed daily from hunger and sick- 
ness. 

Taken captive in 1940, while 
ighting with Polish troops in 
rance, the escaped Pole was in- 
carcerated with thousands of Brit- 
ish, French and Russian soldiers. 


Slept on Ground. 

“For more than three months 
w were forced to sleep on the 
cold ground in the open air with- 
out even blankets,” he said. 

“I was one of about 6,000 Pol- 
ish prisoners, most of whom had 
been captured during the German 
invasion of Poland. Kronenburg 
originally intended by the 
ich as a munitions dump, but 
the Germans transformed it into a 
prison.

The food rations con- 
sisted of. some slices of. black 
bread, made of chestnut flour, and 
a spoonful of Swedish jam or a 
speck of margarine, during the 
day, and turnip or cabbage soup, 
without meat, but with some sort 
of fish oil, for dinner. Twice a 
day we were treated to substitute 
coffee. 

“It wasn’t until after eight 
months of imprisonment that the 
first Red Cross parcels arrived— 
French, British and American— 
and also some modest ones from 
Czechoslovakia and from Lublin 
and other Polish towns. 

“Despite international prisoner 
of war agreements, officers were 
forced to perform laboring tasks.
